TIIK SCOTCH 11AET.WAY STniKES. 

London, Jan. 9. — The Scotch strike, by 
the inconvenience it is causing the public, is 
leading to a very earnest discussion of the 
lubor questions involved. There seems to 
be a genern.1 agreement that tho demands of 
the men tire not unreasonable, and the re- 
sult is to givo a strong impetus to the eight 
hour agitation. * The impression is growing 
that tho best interests of the people at lurge 
would bo subserved by bringing about an 
improved condition of the men engaged in 
such important work as that of railway 
transportation. It is contended, also, that 
tho profits of the companies arc sullieiently 
large to enable tho directors to concede the 
reasonable request of the men. 

MONUMENT TO PROF. NUSSBAUM. 

A movement is on foot in Munich tocrect 
a suitablo monument to the late Professor 
Nussbaum The students and professors of 
Munich University are principally uctive in 
the enterprise. 

ORDERED OUT OF SERV1A. 

The Russian ugitntor Polegitcb, who was 
recently expelled from Bulgaria, has now 
been ordered out of Servia on account of his 
stirring up plans and Pan-Siavist intiigues. 

THE IRISH SITUATION. 
An Irish M; P. said to-day: "The solu- 
tion of the Irish troublo is entirely in tbo 
hands of Justin McCarthy, and there is no 
doubt that McCarthy will do what is best 
for his country, irrespective of hia personal 
feelings." Healy had nn interview with 
McCarthy immediately after the return of 
the former from Paris, but, it ia understood, 
without receiving any pledge as to McCar- 
thy's future course. After the arrangement 
O'lirien will probubly return to America 
and resume nia tour with the added eclut of 
the Irish leadership, and having put an end 
to the internecine conflict. 

THE IRISH DISTRESS FUND. 
The Queen has sent two hundred pounda 
to Mr. Balfour for the Irish distress fund, 
and Mr. (Josehen, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, - has contributed one hundred 
pounds. The fund now amounts to £14,000. 

GREAT lllllTAIN'S COLD SNAP. 

The intense cold weuther which has pro- 
prevaiied for several weeks shows no signs 
of abating. From John O'Groat's to the 
Land's End, tho country is wrapped in 
snow, and every waterwuy is ice bound. 
The winter ia tho severest since that of 
1813-14. Navigation is impeded in some 
purta of the Thames. Many deaths from 
the clfccts of the cold are leported. 

The cpasta ot Holland, Belgium and North 
Germany aro blocked by ioe. Twen'y-nino 
steamers are icebound ut Cuxhaven. 

At Berlin the mercury registers 10 de- 
grees below zero. The Hartz railway i3 
blockaded by snow, and the mails are con- 
veyed by sleighs instead of by rail, 

Despatches fioni Vicuna report rail com- 
munication south interrupted by snow. 

There has been a heavy fall of snow at 
Madrid. 

The Seine is blocked with ice near Rouen. 

The colli wave extends to the Mediterra- 
nean, and even the hills of Tunis on the 
north African coast aro snow clud. Tele- 
grams from New York announcing milder 
weather there furnish hope of relief for 
Europe. 

The snow bus ceased falling in most 
pltces in (icrmany. A country postrnun 
was found to-day buried under the snow at 
Mecklenburg. He died soon ufter reachiuc 
the hospital. 

An avalanche buried a goods train near 
Klagenfurtb, Austria, to-d.iy. 

At Trieste, the engines freeze to the 
metuls and traffic is suspended. The popu- 
lation are in a terrified uml helpless condi- 
tion, and, if u thaw oocnru, the Hoods will, it 
is feared, e use a disaster. 

Snow still continues to fall at Vienna, 
where six tlioueatid persons aro engaged in 
clearing the streets, PdSsenaer trains con- 
tinue to run, but freight trattic is sus- 
pended.

Great Fires lu Europe. 

Moscow, Jan. 8. — Tho Royal Hotel in 
this ~oity were burned to-night, and nine 
persons wus seriously injured, among them 
a Russian general. 

Paris, Jun. 8.— The pianoforte warehouse 
in the Boulevard St. Mar' in, which took 
fire to-night, is still burning. A great 
amount of damage has already been (lone. 
The general offices of the Paris, Lyons & 
Mediterranean Railway Co. in Lyons are on 
fire nnd the flames are spreading rapidly. 

Berlin, Jun. 8. — A dispatch from Pillans 
says the immense petroleum stores at that 
port have taken fire, and the result is a 
great conllagrution. 

Another Uclirlus'M Sen Rumor. 

London, Jan. 8. — Hamburg dispatches 
state that several merchants of that city are 
prepuring to outfit sealers to begin cruising 
in Behring'a Sea about May next, and that 
a promise has been given from Bsrliu that 
two of the best vessels in the German navy 
will oruisB in tho North Pacific during tho 
sealing season.

— Police reserves were 
suddenly called out for duty to-day, in con- 
sequence of a rumor that there was to be a 
parade and demonstration of the unem- 
ployed in tho west end under socialist 
auspices The rumor proved to have been 
unfounded and the resorvss were ordered 
hack to their quarters later in the day.

Glasoow, Jan. 9. — A meeting of the 
citizens of Glasgow was held to-day to take 
action concerning the striku which is having 
such a serious effect upon the welfare of the 
city.

Red 
Cloud, who escaped from the hostiles, 
Wednesday, says there are one thou- 
sand warriors In the hostile camp 
an 1 that they are as well armed us t he 
tol iiers, Ibis shows the magnitude of the 
j. ,ii which lies hufore the s ddiers, foi it is 
admitted whether the hostiles surrenderor 
not they will be disarmed and dismounted. 
It cost the 7th cavalry 8.'! officers and 
privates to disarm loO of Big Foot's band. 
It is admitted by everyone here that the 
hostiles who are on the White Clay Creek 
wil! never give up their rifles and ponies 
without u tight. The commission which has 
been investigating Col. Forsylhe's manage- 
ment of the troops at Wounded Knee, has 
finished its report. It will make a report 
to Gen. Miles exonerating the Colonel of 
nnv mismanagement and of any attempt to 
kill the women and children. 

SETTLERS ARMED FOB SEI.l' I'ROrECTION. 

PIERRE, S. I)., J»n. 9. — A ranchman, 
named Wiildron, just in from his ranch, 
ninety miles west, reports a band of settlers 
under command of Col. Tossin, of the regu- 
lar army, fortified at his place against the 
hostiles. The latter, two days ugo, sucked 
the town of Midland, during the night, rob- 
bing every house nnd running off the stock, 
while the frightened itths bitunts hid in the 
timber on Bad River.

London, Jun. 9.— An English officer, who 
has been visiting at the Caroline Islam"* 
and has just returned home, gives some in- 
teresting facts in regard to the recent con- 
flicts between the natives and Spanish mili- 
tary forces in that locality. He declares 
that the whole trouble may be charged to 
the missionaries in the Islands who, for va- 
r'ous reasons, ore hostile to the Spanish. 
There is first, he says, a natural hostility 
between the Spanish Catholic and Protesl- 
ant American missionaries, but this plsyj 
only a subordinate part in the difficulty. 
The Spanish missionaries confine themselves 
to religious work, and do not meddle with 
the temporal uff-iirs of people. There is a 
crowd of hangers-on, he suys, around the 
American missionaries whose sole object 
seems to bo to pi ey upon the n; tiv ■ Howfar 
the missionaries themselves aro l^oponsible 
for the doings of these pe sous ho is not 
p spared to say, but ablations are freely 
uiado in the islands that some of the mis- 
-ionaries pay more| attention to their own 
aggrandizement than to the spiritual wel- 
fare of the people for whom they ure sup- 
posed to be laboring in the cause ot religion. 
Many of the missionaries have luid up 
goodly stocks and treasure which moth and 
iU3t may corrupt, and they have - introduced 
a business system into their trade with the 
natives, and under their operations tho 
lands of the people ure rapidly slipping into 
tho hands of foreigners. This has moused 
considerable distrust among tho natives on 
several portions of the islands, and is to a. 
large degree responsible for tho outbreaks. 

The natives do not st p to descrimiuale 
between the nationalities, and in fact they 
have been cunningly led to believe that tho 
Spanish are alone to blame for the changed 
condition in their ufl'airs, hence the attacks 
upon the Spaniards and other foreigners to- 
gether. Tho officer further snya the Ameri- 
can missionaries knew beforehand that tho 
massacre of July last was to occur. Tlioy 
were cognizant of it u day previous, but re- 
frained from notifying thu proper authori- 
ties, with whom they are on hud terms, and 
whom they did not object to si oing t ikoiL 
unawares. The missionaries took good cure, 
however, to protect themselves by romovuls 
or barricades. 



CUTTING DOWN WAGES. 

The Union Paclflo lb kes a Bwen'nR IteJn> 
tlon In Salaries— Several Officers 
UlsmljisBd. 

Tacoma, Jan. 8.— The Union Pncifio rail- 
roud has issued orders dismissing all freight 
solicitors employed on the Sound and abol- 
ishing the positions. Orders have also been 
sent out making a cut of what will figure 
out a horizontal reduction of about .'10 per 
cent in the wages of all tho employes. 
Those who have received §l7o per month, 
will he cut down to §12"). and others lii nm.

The following are summaries of the re- 
port* of the different brunches of the 
municipal service, as submitted at the 
meeting of the City Council, last night : 

BY LAWS ADOPTED. 

The city clerk's report shows that dur- 
ing tho year 50 by-laws were passed; 
there having been held 52 regular, lti 
special, and 5 adjourned meetings of the 
council. 

TOLICE COURT. 

The Police Court report shows a total 
of 1,078 charges made, 11!) Chinese, 
29 of whicli were dismissed ; 148 In- 
dians, of whom l.'JO were convicted ; -nd 
£11 all other persons, 690 of whom 
were committed, 24 sent fortrid and 197 
discharged. The largest number of com- 
plaints were made during August and 
October, the figures being 138, March, 
109 ; N ivembor, 99 ; June, 93 ; April, 
•87. Thirty lodiiins were charge i with 
being in possession of intoxicants, of 
■whom 24 were committed ; 103 being 
convicted of drunkenness. Among the 
Chinese there were 119 charges laid, 35 
for iufr ctii'tis of the city by-laws ; 37 
for gambling ; G for vagrancy ; 4 of 
supplying intoxicants to Indians; 9 
of larceny ; 3 of porjury ; 4 for 
lighting and 4 for creating a disturbance. 
The offenders of all other nationalities 
numbered 811, of whom 197 were dis- 
charged, 24 committed for trial, and 590 
convicted. Among the charges laid were 
the following — drunkenness 298, infrac- 
tions of city by-laws 1G4, larceny 40, 
vagrancy 42, assault 35, unsound mind 
35, supplying intoxicants to Indians 16, 
assault with intent to do bodily harm 
3, burg'ary 7, desertions from H. M. 
navy 12, infractions of Customs Act 1, 
carrying concealed weapons 6, cruelty to 
animals 1, righting 8, infraction of Mer- 
chants' Shipping Act 6, obtaining m nuy 
under false pretenceh 7, refusing to sup- 
port family 3, threatening language 6, 
insulting language 9. 

rOLICE DEPARTMENT. 

The Polico committee, in submitting 
the report of tho Chief of Police, said : 
*' We, your police committee, beg leave 
to present to the board the accompanying 
report of the Superintendent of Police, 
with statements of matters for the past 
year. Wo have examined the same, and 
have much pleasure in recommending the 
suggestions contained therein, and feel 
a satisfaction that the order maintained 
in the city during the year has been of 
that character which goes to show that 
our citizens are a law-abiding people." 

Superintendent Shepparu's report 
shows the police force to be composed of 
one Superintendent, one sergeant and 
12 constables, all uniformed men; two 
being detailed for duty in the lockup, 
leaving 10 for patrol duty. During the 
year three constables were added to th- 
strength of the force, but no removals 
-were made, all the old members still re- 
maining. The condition of the force is 
very fair, comparatively few complaints 
having been mado against constables for 
neglect of duty, all of a trivial nature, for 
which a reprimand has been sufficient. 
The clothing of the men is in good con- 
dition, and their barrack accommodation 
comfortable and convenient. The lock- 
up accommodation . has also been much 
improved by the addition of the female 
ward. Crimes of a very serious nature 
jve spoken of as being of rure occurrence, 
and in the two cases of murder, 
one by a Chinaman, tho other by a 
white limn, the murderer was promptly 
brought to justice The number of con- 
victions for breaches of the city by-laws 
greatly exceeds thosu of last year. It is 
remarked with satisfaction that there 
have never been any riots in the city, 
and with tho largo concouise of people in 
and around the city during tho 24th of 
May celebrations, it was not found neces 
sary to make one single arrest. The 
chief significantly observes: "Taking 
into consideration tho great i- crease in 
the population of tho city, the large 
number of men employed on public 
works and 'ho amount of tratlic from 
the various Sound cities, and from 
all parts of the Dominion of 
Canada, I consider tho percentage of 
crime committed in the ciiy of Victoria 
will compare favorably with that of an) 
other city in the Dominion or elsewhere, 
a fact whicli speaks well for the general 
efficiency of tho department considering 
the smalluess of the force compared 
with many other cities of. the Dominion." 
The chief recommends tho appointment 
of a second sergeant, several minor sani- 
tary improvements, and urges, in tin 
event of tho extension of tho city limit*, 
that the pol co force be considerably en 
largod, tog-ther with the obtai Sinent I 
an ambulanao waggon for the conveyance 
of prisoners from the suburbs to the citj 
loskup.

HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT. 

The Health Officer, Dr. G. L. Milne, 
notes with gratification • that though the 
city ha • a visitation of la grippe last win- 
ter, and though the population of the city 
has increased in a marked degree, there 
wore only 24 more interments this year 
than last, while a larger proportion of tho 
mortality was due to drowning and other 
accidents. The number of interments in 
Ross Bay cemetery 113 furnished monthly 
to the Dominion statistical officer at 
Ottawa, was :

The death rate is much lower than that 
of any former year in which statistics 
have heen kept, and taking the population 
ar 22,500, tho rate. is about 12 deaths per 
1,000. Among the more prominent causes 
of death were the following : Piieutn- nia 
and bronchitis, 33 ; phthisis, 32 ; diseases 
of heart and blood vess' Is, 29 ; diarrhceal 
affections, 18 ; paralysis, 17 ; premature 
birth, 15; entriiis and other diseases of 
the bowels, 11 ; dropsy, 11 ; accidents, 
11 : suicide, 2; murdered. 2. Dr. Milne 
r marks that he has air ady reported upon 
tho practice .if exhuming dead bodies in 
the cemetery, which no doubt will in a 
short time be more uniUr the control of 
the city authorities than at present. The 
medical officer specially emphasizes the 
unfitness for drinking purposes of the 
water from the taps in the cemetery 
which conies from a well within it. With 
respect to the condition of James Bay 
flats, which are in many cases being used 
as a dumping-ground for garbage, the hope 
is expressed that during the ensuing year 
steps will bo taken to have this locality 
made less objectionable. 

CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 

The report of the Cemetery committee 
refers to the absolute necessity which 
existed for an enlargement of the ceme- 
tery, by procuring additional ground, in 
consequence of which, a by-law having 
been authorized by the rntepayeis, some 
six acres of tho Fairfield Farm estate 
were purchased at $2,000 per acre, tho 
right to pu i chase a further four and a 
half acres at the same prico within three 
years having been secured on the pay- 
ment of interest at 2£ per cent. Five 
hundred dollars were spent in erecting 
fences, gates and other works. The ap- 
plications of the Oddfellows and Masons 
fur space were granted to the ex'ent'of 
one acre each. A similar application 
from the Ancient Order of United Work- 
men is at present under consideration. 
From want of means the work of clear- 
ing the ground, completing the fencing, 
surveying plots, constructing walks and 
drives and erecting a mortuary chapel 
has not been can ied cut; but the com- 
mittee rust that tho Council for 1891 
will take up these matters and, with the 
consent of the ratepayers, obtain at least 
$10,000, so tha the rema ning portion of 
the ground may bo paid for and the ceme- 
tery made a credit to thociiy of Victoria. 

SEWERAOK COMMITTEE. 

The report of the Sewerage Committee 
states that nine plans for tho proposed 
now seweraae system were r coived, two 
from England, two fiom Now York, 
lnee from Ontario and two from 
British Columbia, that of Mr Mohun, 
after examination by Mr. Rudolph Ber- 
ing have been adopted. Mecsrs. Turner, 
Earle and eague wore nppointed as com- 
missioners. Seven lenders for the work 
were received in reply to the advertise- 
ment published by the city, the work 
h ing awarded to Mr. Alexander Mc- 
Bean, for $249.970. 44|, which was signed 

the 20di December. After referring 
to tho steps taken to secure the necessary 
rights of way, the report goes on to say 
that it was determined that house con- 
nee ions should be made with the sower's 
whilo the latter were under construction, 
these connections to be carried up to the 
street line for each lot or building, thus 
obviating the necessity of breaking up 
the streets in future. 

PUIILIC LIBRARY. 

Dr. McGregor, public .librarian, report ► 
an increase of over 800 volumes, worth 
a least S900, making in all 0,000 volume, 
in the library. During the year 26,568 
books have been given out, 11,983 ti 
ladies and 14,585 to gentlemen.

Tho regular meetiiil? of. the City Coun- 
cil was held, lust, nigtlt, M |>er adjourn- 
mciit, His W.)rahi|»,tlio Miiyur, presiding; 
present, Aid, UootUcre, McKillioim, 
Kolly, Smiili, Holland, Robertson, Vi- 
culiua, Wilson, and Harrison. _ 

The ci'y clerk submitted tho following 
communications: 

S Porry Mills -V>n tho Mibjuct of in- 
juries cUiiiiecl to have been sustained by 
Rev. A. Blythe. 

Aid Vigelftis said tho report of tho 
Street connnitteo would refer to this. 

W. H. Ireland, secretary of tho Trades 
and Labor Council,— objecting to the 
expenditur- of public money for adver- 
tising the city, and appoiutinn a delega- 
tion to wait upon tho Council in connec- 
tion with that communication. Referred 
to the Priii! ing committee. 

Robeit li ving— asking for a street line 
on Moss and Belcher street. Request 
granted on tho usual conditions. 

J. A. L i wreiice— calling attention to 
tho wretched condition <rf Perry street, 
J <nic8 Bay, and asking for a sidewalk. 
Ref i red to Street committee, with 
p w r o net; on motiun of Aid. Wilson 
•ad Smith. 

» F. (J. Richards, jr.. asking a sidewalk 
and bnx drain on Ruhot street— Referred 
to Struct Committee with power to act; 
on motion of Aid. Wilson and Smith. 

Hon. John Robson with regard to the 
report of Dr. Milne as to Chinese exhu- 
mations, and stating the Government 
saw tho iH'ceasiiy of a separate burial 
ground for Chinese, but could not reau 
late tho action of the Board of Health 
■with refeicnc to the disinterment and 
.removal of b >di< a. 

Aid. Wilson suggested that tho Govern- 
ment bo requested to withhold all permits 
,for tho removal of bodies. The cemetery 
was now within tho city limits, and so far 
■as it was concerned tho corporation could 
withhold its permission. 

On motion, tho communication was re- 
ceived (tho medical health officer to be 
instructed to refuse his certificate for 
disinterments). It *as resolved to re- 
commend the incoming Council to pass a 
by-law to regulate the disinterment of 
Chinese bodi s in the C metery. 

The street coinmittoo reported that 
they had instructed tlio City Surveyor to 
inform Rev. Mr. Blytho that they did 
not consider him entitled t > any indem- 
nification for tho accident of which he 
coiii|jl iued. 

The report of tho road com.nitteo on 
this and a vmioLy of other matters was 
received and adopted. 

Aid. Viyelius hoped that tho printing 
of the reports would be done by tender, 
and Complained that last year there h id 
b. j en undue delay in the work of printing, 
the reports • ot having been ready until 
after the elections. It was desirablo that 
they be got out at once. 

Aid. Holland said that the Printing 
committee had taken steps to obtain ten- 
ders for printing, and it was hoped that 
to-morrow night it would be possible to 
give out the contract*. 

On motion of Aid. Harrison, the time 
for receiving t ndars for tho Bewer.ige 
pipes was extended to the 24th, as per 
the application of Messrs. Bell, Irving & 
Co., who had already forwarded their 
tender from England. 

A number of accounts, amounting to 
(90.60, were received and ordered to be 
paid if correct. 

On motion of Aid. Holland tho annual 
reports wero receivod and referred to the 
^Printing committee, with power to have 
them printed according to tho lowest 
tender. 

The clerk said, in answer to Aid. Hol- 
land, that he believed the only report 
which had not yet been handed in was 
that of the treasurer and auditor. 

Some discussion arose as to tho advisa- 
bility of having this completed without 
dflay, so that tho public might have com- 
munication of it before the elections. It 
was stated that every facility would be 
atl'orded the press to publish all possible 
information as to this financial question. 

Tho Mayor reporto i as one of a com- 
mittee appointed to wait on the Govern- 
ment with respect to the transfer to the 
city of tho taxation levied upon iho dis- 
tricts which had just been brought into 
tho city, that tlio Premier had said it 
would be impossible to transfer tho taxes 
to the city as they were imposed under 
Provincial Legislation. The Government, 
ho'vnv-r. would appropriate for the dis- 
trict its pro rata of tlio levy, and if the 
in j iii oc i - tor the district gave their con- 
sult, would put that money by itself for 
expenditure in the Victoria district. No 
further taxation could bo imposed this 
year. Ho had no doubt that the old 
municipality wjuld act liberally. It 
would bd the duty of the council to com- 
municate with the members for tho dis- 
trict as to the disposition of a portion of 
tlio sum appropriated to tho district. 
Tho new order of things would have to 
bo forniilly rati lied by tho Legislature. 

The Mayor said tuat bo soon as tho 
Finance report was ready ho would call 
the members of tho council together for 
their last meeting. 

Tho council adjourned at 9:15.

WHAT ARB HARRISON ANDBLA1NK 
DRIVING AT t 

(Now York Herald, Doc. i'G). i 

What does President Harrison mean by 
tho bungling conduct of the Bearing's Sea 
controversy? 

Is it his purpose to force us into a w«r 
with Great Britain ? 

It is the lust desperate attempt of the 
Republioun leaders to retrieve the fullcii 
fortunes of their decaying party? 

Where a great principle is to be defended, 
and wherever our manifest rights are in- 
vaded, we are always prompt to show our 
teeth. We never shirk the responsibilities 
of war when wo ure imposed on. 

But we are n t ready to blindly follow 
Mr. Harrison and Mr. Blaine if their object 
is merely to pursue a vigorous foreign policy 
unit umko u brilliant record for themselves 
by a needless conflict with our neighbors. 

So far us this soul fishery is concerned we 
advise them to go slow. They huve a good 
many things to explain to the Americun 
people before we cuu either understand 
what they ore after or approve of their 
action. 

If they can show us good reason for fight- 
ing, theiii without hesitation, we shall say 
tight. But we should like to usk some 
questions and huve th m frankly answered 
nefore we can reuch that dread conclusion. 

Does Mr. Bluine intend to insist ttiat 
B^hiing Sea is a closed sea? Ha has ad- 
vanced und Retreated when addressed on 
that subject until we hurdly know where 
ho stands. 

Can we have any property rights in 
these seals when they swim beyoud the 
threo mile limit nud are found a couple of 
hundred miles from land ? 

We may claim the ownership of tame 
animals— a herd of cattle, for instance— arid 
wherever they stray we have tho right of 
recovery after paying costs und poundage. 
But if tho buffaloes of tho plains had moved 
across tho line into Canada did not they 
carryall our property rights with them? 
Could we have asked the Canadian authori- 
ties to send thoin back, or could we have 
caused the arrest of the man who shot them 
beyoud the limits of the United Stutes? It 
a tlock of wild geese use our lowlands us u 
breeding place do wo therefore perpetually 
own them? And when t hey take it into 
their heads to fly north toward Hudson's 
Bay do they still belong to us, and has no 
one except an American a right to draw u 
bead on them ? 

These ure rather important questions, be- 
cause we hear that Presuleu i Har ison has fully 
determined to send bis cruiaois to Hearing's 
rfea i|ext Bpring, properly armed for the con- 
fiscation of auy foreign vessels oiiught, even 
iu open water, with seals on board. 

We ure not complaining of bis action ; we 
only want to know the reason for it. Ht 
may be entirely righi, but lie has not taken 
the people into his confidence und we ure in 
the dark. 

Why all this secrecy ? What's up 1 

As we understand it, the English govern- 
ment is not going about with a chip on its 
shoulder. Salisbury lias shown no disposi 
tion to either insult or irritate us. England 
is not spoiling for a fight, but on the othei 
hand seems quite willing to go half way in 
the settlement of this matter. 

The offer to arbitrate hub been mado. 
Why have we rejected it so tartly? Is Mr. 
Harrison afraid that we ahull not get fair 
play, or does he insist on making demands 
which no court of arbitration would con- 
cede, because they are contrary to the facts 
and the law ? 

If we only want square justice there is no 
reason to suppose that arbitrators could re- 
fuse it. If, however, Mr. Harrison and Mr. 
Blaine know that they occupy untenable 
ground, ond refuse arbitration for that rea- 
son, the subject assumes a serious aspect. 

And if they propose to maintain a posi- 
tion upon which they don't dure to ask the 
judgment of learned arbitrators by sending 
guuboats into northern waters at any cost 
to the peace of this country, that alsj is a 
serious matter. 

Wo don't believe that this Bearing's Sea 
question need cuuso us any trouble what- 
ever. If Blaine und Harrison will put their 
brilliant foreign policy into their pockets 
and handle the subject with plain business 
common sense we shall have no use for 
cruisers. 

As a matter of right, England will not 
concede our exclusive claim to the seals 
when found far out at sea because we our- 
selves have made precedents the other way. 

As o matter of courtesy, and on tho 
ground of international comity, she has us 
yet shown no unwillingness to grunt every 
fair request. The arbitrators could, there- 
fore, reach u definite conclusion und amic- 
ably settle this muddle in u mighty short 
time. 

But f Harrison is determined to have "a 
little war," as Eugenie once said, and if 
Bluine will run the risk of trouble abroad in 
order to make political capital at home, 
why, that is quite a different thing.

CREDITABLE. 

It is gratifying to see that Col. F r 
aythe, who commatidod tho 7th United 
SUtes cavalry in thoexpedition against the 
Indians at Wounded Knee Creek, who ul 
lowed himself to be surprised by a hand- 
ful of Indians, and who permitted his men 
to kill women and children, litis been sus- 
pended previous to being tiied by court 
martial. It would be an indelible tlis 
ttrace to the United States service if con 
duct such as that of Col. Forsyth e 
and his command were allowed to pass 
without investigation and punishment. 
Subsequent telegrams confirm the dis- 
graceful story of tho surprise and mas- 
sacre. Hei a is an extract from one of 
them : 

"Two of the bodies found by scouts 
yesterday at Pine Ridge were bucks and 
five squaws. The scouts brought them 
in, and they are now in the hospital. In 
addition to the 'adults, two tiny Indian 
babies, neither of them over three 111011 ha 
old, were found alive, each beside the 
dead body of its mother. They wire 
.veil wrapped up, bu lmw they ever sur- 
vived the fearful weather of the last 
forty-eiglv hours seems a miracle. Of 
thi ty rive wounded Indians brought in 
after the battle, newly all of whom were, 
squaws and childre , 1 otone has yet died, 
though many of them are badly mangled 
•wilh bullets." 

We see in one of our American ex- 
changes that General Miles has been cen- 
sured by some of tho American officers 
for removing Colonel Fursythe from his 
command. Some of them go so far as to 
justify the shooting down of the squaws 
and the boys, although none of bin m 
are quito so inhuman as to excuse tin 
murdering of the Indian babies. Tho 
Cillousnoss of these men, who are sup- 
posed to be gentlemen, can only be ac- 
counted for by the w-iy in which the ln- 
diau is regarded by too many white men 
in tho Western States. They look upon 
the Indian} as vermin, who should be 
put out of the way as soon as possible. 
They are troublescme and they occupy 
land which, in their opinion, ou^llt to be 
owned and settled by white men. The 
dead Indian tliey 1 ok upon us the best 
Indian, therefore any means that aro re- 
sorted to to put him iu that best con- 
dition, they regard as justifiable. 

We aro very far from saying that this 
is truo of all Aineiienus. Some of the 
best friends that the Indian has are to bj 
found in the United States army. This 
is so well kuoivn that there are many 
mon that understand the Indian ques- 
tion who for the sake of tho Indians 
themselves, desire to see them placed 
under military rule. It is confidently 
said that if General Miles had his way 
there would be no trouble with the In- 
dians. There are civilians, ton, who taka 
a deep interest in the remnant of the 
aboriginal population, and who would 
savo thorn if they could from the politi- 
cian and the ag lit, as wo 1 as from well- 
meaning, but must injudicious, philan- 
thropise. 

The Alia ilifornin when contemplat- 
ing the condition to which the Indians 
of the Uniied States have been reduced 
by those who profes ed to befriend them 
is Very bitter. It ooneu. lei a leader on 
a review article written by General Miles 
wi'h the folowin,' stiu^m,' paragraph 
which is most, unjust to some of the 
friends of the Indian : 

"General Miles is fight. Let us get 
rid of the Indian 11 ;i;nt and the illusion- 
ury, turn (lie In liana over to the nriiiy 
niiil 'iv"-!! thorn liis* to feed fclium'iflvt?* 
as berJamen and flock masters, and let 
tboin giow into sellouts and ohm chos, 
nat r.iliy a wo did. Wu ure awiii u that 
under this plan some souls may bo lost, 
but when so muny disappear in the 



s'lufBe a few more or less will not signify, 
and the account can be balanced later on. 
If, however, our purpose is the extinc- 
tion of- this race, un;ler the pretence of 
civilizing and evai gelizing it, no change 
in our policy is needed, for our present 
mixture of alphabet, metaphysics, rum 
and starvation is just the medicine need- 
ed." ■ 

" VERY LIKH A WHALE." 

A Btory is going the rounds <>f the 
newspapers about Prince Bismarck and 
the downgor Empress Frederick which 
does nut bear the impress 1 f truth. It 
is Baid that the Chancelloo, after he had 
received nn intimation that his resigna- 
tion would be very acceptable to the 
Emperor, was most unwilling to resign. 
Messenger after messenger was sent to 
him for the promised resignation, but on 
one pretext or another, was sent away 
without it. In his dire extremity, so tho 
story gooB, tho man of blood and iron 
went to the Emperor's mother, with 
whom, in his days of power, ho had never 
been on friondly terms, nnd bogged her 
to intercede with her son to allow him to 
continue in his office. The Empress, it 
is said, could not conceal tho pleasuro she 
felt in seeing her old enemy so humiliated 
and gave him an answer that must have 
added many drops of bitterness to his 
cup. 

It is impossible to believe that so proud 
a man as Bismarck would voluntarily 
place himself in bo humiliating a position, 
or that bo shrewd and .sagacious a man 
would go on so bootless an errand. If he 
could bring himself to ask bucIi a favor of 
a woman whose dislike, ho had deliberate- 
ly incurred, ho must have known that it 
was out of her power to influence her son 
to abandon a course which he had deter- 
mined to pursue. 

We believe the whole story to be a 
fabrication from beginning to end. Bis- 
marck knew well what he was about, and 
when he rofused to occupy a position 
under the young Emperor, inferior ns 
regards influi nee, to that, which he hud 
filled under his father and grandfather, 
he no doubt ai ticipatcd 'he result and 
counted the cost. It is not likely tha' 
there was a minute's unnecessary delay 
in sending in his resignation or that he 
dreamt of usking any ono to mediate be- 
tween him and the Emperor. 

The matter is. besides, one of which 
the public could know nothing. We, as 
behoves us, have the greatest respect for 
the Press, but we do not believe that 
Emperors and Empresses and Chancel- 
lors take newspaper c respondents to 
their bosoms and confide to them tho 
most delicate of s ate secrets. It would 
in our opinion be a thousand times easier 
to invent that story than to got a know ; 
ledge of the incidents narrated, even if 
they did take place. 



TO THE RESCUE! 

The desti tution in Iieland is so great 
that the Earl of Zetland, the Viceroy, nnd 
Mr. Balfour have issued an address, or 
appeal or declaration, stating that relief 
is needed and showing how it ought to be 
applied. They s.iy that poverty is chronic 
in parts of the west of Ireland. Except- 
ing agriculture, there is no established 
industry in the suffering districts. The 6 
is no well-to-do middle class to give the 
people employment when times are good 
and to help them when the crop fails. 
The landlords do not reside in the coun- 
try and it is not attractive as a place of 
residenco for gentry of other kinds. Ac- 
cording to their description, the condi- 
tion of the peasantry is miserable at tho 
best of times, and, when their little 
patches of ground cease to yield potatoes, 
t'lere is nothing between them and fam- 
ine. 

The Irish poor-law, like almost every- 
i thing else in Ireland, is peculiar. Out- 
door relief ennnut be given to persons 
holding less than a quarter of an acre of 
land. These, it might, be supposed, aro 
the very persons who stand most in need 
j of such relief. Yet the Earl and Chief 
I SoJietary says that " none who are ac 
qu iintfd witn the history of the Irish 
poor law would regard ine relaxing of the 
cliuse as ot 1 1 or than a public calamity." 
There is, therefore, nothing for the land- 
less laborer, when starvation stares him 
! an 1 his family in the face, but to go to 
tho poor house. How many there are of 
t' eie starving people who have not at- 
tached to their cabins more than 
a quarter of an acre of land, the 
writers of tho appeal do not say, but wo 
infer, from what is said iu their behalf, 
t lab their number is considerable. 
Without food and without employment 
n tar home, the condition of these pool- 
people must be pitiable indeed. 

How to relievo them without making 
' t'lem chronic paup is is the probh IU 
which the benevolent have to solve. To 
givj unwisely will, it is feared, do tliem 
more harm than good. It might bo sup- 
pis id that to send something to eat to 
men, women and children who are 1 or- 
isln'u.' for lack of food could not fail to do 
good. Their hunger should, one would 
think, bo appeased tho first thing, and 
that w it'ii nit delay, and, when that is done, 
the ch u itablo could c llinly discuss Borne 
Bclieinj for their permanent improve- 
ment; While the pbople are itetu.lly 
stiii ving it does suem r ubor cold-blooded 
to lose li no 111 deliberation. 1 

However, it must not bo thou lit that 
nothing has been already done for the I 



relief of the famine stricken districts. 
Several thousands uf pounds, it is. siiid, 
aro distributed weekly i<i them in tho 
form of wages to men employed on the 
railway relief works. But much more 
than this is needed. There aro 
famili-s which have no able-bodied mem- 
bers to work for them on the railway, 
and it ia piobablo that the 
pittance earned is not sufficient to supply 
with food tho largo families that are 
found in many cabb s. The noble 
almoners advise that these families be re- 
lieved first, and that measures bo taken 
to give comfortable meals to the children 
attending the schools. Clothing is needed 
as well as food, for the ptoplo appear to 
be both naked and hungry. It is pro- 
posed to use the officials, parochial and 
county, to distribute the donations of the 
charitable. The Government hns alrea 'y, 
onneced with the relief works, a staff 
which may bo presumed to be well ac- 
quainted with 1 he condition and circum- 
stances of the people. This staff, Mr. 
Bdfuur thinks, msy be depended upon to 
distribute relief judiciously, and, of 
course, honestly. Tho Countess of Zet- 
land and Miss Balfour ate engaged, 110 
Joubt enthusiastically, in this truly 
Christian work of clothing the naked and 
feeding tho hungry. 

It may be worthy of remark that, while 
the men who desire to bo considered par 
excellence tho friends of Ireland are dis- 
puting among themselves who shall be 
greatest, tho statesman who has been de- 
scribed as tho bitterest of Ireland's ene- 
mies is exerting himself and exhorting 
his friends to exert themselves to relieve 
Irish distress. Ho, at any rate, is not 
the one who, when starving Iri h tenants 
and their families aro asking for bread, 
gives them something worse than a stone.

The Indians or the Snnzlsh and Neighboring 
Reservations Enjoy Themselves. 

There has heen •'■ hyiu " fun on the In- 
dian reservations in und around this city 
during thu past few days, and dancing has 
been tlio order of the hour— nothing like the 
celelirutvd ghost dances, howuver. Four 
nights of the week before last the dance on 
the Songish reserve, over the harbor, con- 
tinued, two beeves being consumed in the 
incidental feast. The largest building on 
the reserve was utilized for the affair, and 
a number of whites were curious spectators. 
List woelt the head members of the tri he 
at' Esquimalt entertained, and then came 
three day's festivities in S.ianich, at which 
the tribes from ns fur as Nanuimo were 
present, 3,000 in ull. Sixty boxes of bis- 
ciiitn w. re consumed at the closing break- 
fast, and yet wii h ull the number present, 
only one case nf intoxication was reported, 
and the offender proved to he a Seattle In- 
dian. The character of the British Colum- 
bia Indiana compares very favorably with 
that of their American neighbors, especially 
as regards thrift and sobriety.

A letter from Spokane Falls states that 
Col. N. E. Lindsley, who nuule a prospect 
ing tour on i be west side of the CuscadeB a 
few days ugo, met several surveying parties 
near the head of the Wtnatohco.

The Examinatl'in nf Joseph Silk in the Police 
Court Concluded. 

Two drunks, one white man and one In- 
dian wo, nun, contributed $10 to the revenue 
of the City Police coutt, yesterday morn- 
ing, and having thus disposed of the lets 
important business, His Honor heard the 
remaining evidence in I lie case of George 
Barclay, churgi-d with larceny, and com- 
mitted him to jail for four mouths, with 
hard labor. John Clarke, wdio had been a 
little lute in his New Year's celebration 
uml undertook the exclusive management 
of the Oriental hotel on Thursday evening, 
paid for his fun and was ullowed to go. 
Tlio cu>e of Joseph Silk was next culled, uml 
the Deputy Attorney General placed in the 
box Cnief E igineer Thomas Dcusy, of thu 
fire department, who recalled the incidents 
in Oil licet ion with the hoisting of the fl ig, 
with its pennant of green, on tho occasion 
of I he laying of thu cornerstone of the 
cathedral. It wa», he thought, Whalen 
who brought the Irish -American dug. He 
(IJeuay) did hot give orders to have the lljg 
taken down. 

Ufli er Irving deposed to seal ching pris- 
oner's house on December 29th, und lluiling 
letters and blotting paper produce). Mr. 
Gwynn then reviewed the case for the 
crown. The prisoner und Whalen, he said, 
had been friends und for some time lived 
together. They had been together on the 
night of Fee's death, und Whalen had come 
to the prisoner for cartridges to put in his 
gun.

a lixo i tariff of water rates for the entire 
city, and that the whole of the Water 
Wnrks revenue be dovoted to Water 
W orks purposes. 

HALL OOMMITTTK. 

The report dotuils the improvements 
that have been effected, which have been 
done by contract wherever practicable. 
The commit ee recommend the tilling of 
the blunk space on Cormorant street with 
the police station, the building to be 
heated by steam or hot water. The city 
hall clock is expected to be delivered mid 
*et up in April. The total expenditure 
of Mie Hall committee amounted to §35,- 
•4J80 73, of which the addition to the city 
hall cost §30,753.09 ; tho firo hall and 
police barracks and asphalt, floor $4,- 
•027.19, and female prison ward, fences, 
«tc., $905.85. 

ASSESSMENT COMMITTEE. 

The assessment committee announce 
that they did not consider it advisable to 
disturb the values of . the different pro- 
perties for tho year 1890, on account of 
its having boon done in 18S9. Except 
those acreage propert es which were sub 
divided into building lots, and also all 
now buildings that wore erected in 1889. 
These increased the roll nearly half a 
million dollars. It is recommended in 
view of tho great progress i f tho city that 
there should bo a re-valuation this year. 
It is also advised to have section 119, 
■clause 3, of the assessment law amended, 
which would bo an ad vantage and ho 
inore oquitable to all parties concerned. 

1'A.RK COMMITTEE. 

Tho Park committee report satisfac- 
tory progreis with the small amount of 
money at their disposal, and recommend 
a loan by-law for a further sum to com- 
plete Mr. Blair's landscape design. The 
number of visitors has been materially 
increased, while the trees, shrubbery, 
Animals, birds, fish, etc, are in a lino 
■and flourishing conditi n. 

SPECIAL MARKET COMMITTEE. 

The Special Market Committee report 
tho purchase of a site on Cormorant and 
Fisgurd streets, at a cost of §42,000, 
which they consider cheap. They have 
Also accepted Mr. Toague's plans for tho 
new market building. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

Mr. Northoott referring to the different 
buildings which the city has put up during 
the year, viz.: the addition to City Hall, 
the female prison waid, the finishing up 
<jf the Fire Hall and Police Barracks, as 
well as the furnishl gof the different offices 
throughout, says they have all been done 
in accordance with the plans and specifi- 
cations. 

KLBOTRIC LIOHT AND STREET LIOHTINO. 

The committee on electric light and 
street lighting remarked that the year 
has been uneventful except to lead them 
to realize tho pressing need of a widely 
■extended service, bucIi as would create 
an expenditure quite beyond the scopo of 
the ordinary yearly revenue It is stated 
that the capacity of tho plant is 
greatly overrated while in view 
of the extension of the city's 
limits a largo number of additional lights 
will be required immediately. Tho coat 
of maintenance w\s §9,558.93, including 
$4,648.25 for wages and §2,131.50 for 
fuel. As for the future the committee is 
of opinion that this demand must bo 
organized upon a broad basis, having 
ample facilities and with a view to per- 
manency. They believe this object can 
best bo Bocured through a consolidation 
jind centralization; of tho lighting inter- 
ests under corporation control, and 
recommend early pegoliation for tho pur- 
chaBO of all interests in the Victoria (las 
•Co. and the Victoria Electric Co., having 
in view the establishment of permanent 
works of such magnitude as will prove 
.adequate for the need of street and com- 
mercial lighting purposes for a largo 
population. This, they believe, would 
provo to bo revenue producing and a 
source of woalth to tho city. Failing 
this/ the committee recommend the pre- 
paration of a by-law in the sum of $35,- 
€00 fur tho immediate and adequate ex- 
tension of the street lighting service. 

STREET COMMITTEE. 

The street committee submitted state- 
ments showing the work performed dur- 
tlie year. The contracts on hand at the 
closo of 188!) and completed in 181)0 
amounted to §12,039.92. Tho work per- 
formed by contract during tho year 
reached $1,449.50. The contract for con- 
creting the piles undor the draw of Rock 
Bay bridge is on hand, but is not yet 
coinplotod. Tho box drains laid during 
til • year wore Johnson street ward 5,304 
foe ; Yates street 1,905 feet; James Bay 
4,761 feet. Tho rock broken by hand 
amounted to 1,370 J yards; the rock taken 
out by steam drill on Johnson street 
ward 3,000 yards, and the rock broken 
by crusher 3,232 yards. In Johnson 
street ward 658 feet of four-fcet sidewalk 
were laid by contract, 3,351 feet 
of six feet, 1,313 feet of eight feet, 568 
feet of ten feet and 100 feet of twelve 
foot. In James B iy ward, 1,310 feet of 
four feet, 797 feet of six feet, and 32 feet 
of eiuht fuot. In Yates street ward, 128 
foot of twelve feet. The city carpenter 
laid 5,504 feet of sidewalk, of various 
widths, ill Johnson street ward. 2,761) 
foot in Yates street ward, and 950 feel 
in James Bay ward. Sidewalks wore re- 
paired, in Johnson streot, ward, to the 
•extent, of 6,034 feet ; Yates street, ward, 
5 981 fuot ; James Bay ward, 2,461 feet. 
Somo 30 streets were macadamized during 
tlio year. It is recommended Unit the 
work of grading and widening Pandora 
Street be resumed at an early date, also 
that tho work on Blauehaid Etreet be 
completed mid that Burdett avenue be 
graded from Ohurchway to Quadra street. 
The grading of Chatham street, Spring 
Ridge, has been prosecuted, but a diffl.

OFFICIAL PLAN COMMISSION. 

Mr. Pomberton on tho part of tho 
cominissioiieiH appointed under the City 
of Victoria Olficial Map Amendment Act 
of 1889. submitted an account for ser- 
vices of §450 and reported that plans 
covering all-tho streets named in the Act, 
and showing tho position of boundaries 
bad been examined, certified and signod 
by thorn and depusited in the Land 
Regis ry Ollico. 

UUILD1NCI INSPECTOR'S REPORT. 

Mr. Northcott remarks that tho fig- 
ures which ho submits show tho prospori- 
ity and substantial growth of the city. 
There wer • erected during tho year 311 
ratrie buildings, costing §647,000, and 
28 separate brick buildings, worth §403,- 
700. The brick blocks consist of one 
four stories in height, sixteen of 
three stories, nine of two stories and 
two of o-e, including 28 stores, 2 church- 
e , and 1 stone church In James Bay 
wsrd there were 120 framo buildings, 
costing $319,300 ; four of brick, §36,500. 
In Yates street ward, 72 frame, §222,- 
200; and 19 brick, §325.800; Johnson 
street wurd, 119 frame, §146,700 ; five 
brick, §50,700. In all cases, the brick 
buildings wore put up in accordance with 
tho city by-laws. f 

fire wardens' retort. 
The Fire Wardens announce that the 
small fire loss during the year is a plea- 
sant subject for congratulation, the re- 
cord showing 86 fires with a loss estimated 
at §10,795, the principal damage having 
been caused by water used in suppressing 
tires. This, they think, might be, to a 
very great extent, obviated by the pur- 
chase of a iirst-class chemical engine. 
Thoy endorse the sujgostions made by 
the chief engineer, pay their tribute to 
the fidelity and efficiency of the bri ado, 
and support their petition for an increase 
of salary, the men being, at tho present 
time, paid less than any department on 
the Pacific coast. Chief Engineer Deasy, 
in his report, gives a list of members and 
officers composing tho brigade, together 
with a record of tires and alarms. All at- 
tempt was made to drill the scholars of 
tho Central school as a tire brigade, but 
the authorities take littlo intorest in the 
endeavor to check tires in a building 
wlv re so many helpless children congre- 
gate daily. The hose still remains up 
there in an i pen shed, whero the child- 
ren play, and every effort has 
been made by tho chief, but unsuccess- 
fully, to have a proper shed built 
for its safo keeping, in defiult of which 
its remov 1 is recommended. The Chief 
again refers to the unprotected condition 
of the wharves, warehouses, shipping and 
Government property along the water 
front, and in November last addressed a 
letter on the subject to Messrs. Prior and 
Earle, M.Ps., suggesting that pumps be 
placed on the Dominion steamer Princess 
to throw at least four streams. The small 
fire loss is attributed in a great measure 
to the Gamewoll Fire Alarm sys ein. To 
prevent damage to tho a'arm system it is 
recommended that brackets bo placed on 
all poles and insulated wire should rake 
the place of bare wire. The extension of 
the limits demands, it is urged, more 
houses, apparatus and firemen, as, should 
alarms come in from outsido boxes, it 
would be dangerous to leave the centre 
or business portion of the city, unpro- 
tected. Tho Chief, consequently, asks 
for threo new fire stations: ouo in the 
vicinity of Moss and Fort streots ; one 
near the junction of Douglas and Govern- 
ment streots, and one in Victoria West. 
More horses and hose wagons will also bo 
required, and it will be necessary to ex- 
tend the alarm system. The purchase of 
a combined hose wagon and chemical 
engine is absolutely necessary for tho 
business portion of the city. Two steam 
firo engines are in good condition, but 
die Tiger tequires a new boiler. Tho 
hand engines and old hand reels should, 
it is said, bo sold. The department has 
seven horses, all in good condition. A 
hundred hydrants have been placed 
throughout the city, while fifty more 
should be placed this year. Tlie supply 
of water is described as all that can be 
desired, but larger mains are necessary 
on several streets. Tho officers and 
members of the force are praised for their 
attention and efficiency. It is advised 
that 3,000 copies of tho now Fire Preven- 
tion by-law bo printed and distributed. 
The property belonging to the depart- 
ment is estimated at §56,315.50.

jA. Congr-ssman Buoallu a Thrilling 
Time in His Career. 



How Ho rrcvonteil a Runaway I.oco- 
.-. motive from Destroying Many Live* 
au I Munli Valuable I»ioperty 
ill a Texue Town. 

' Congressman Crain, of Toxas, was in 
hi(?h good humor, rocontly, says tho 
Pittsburgh Press, spinning yarns to a 
cotorio of brother members. 

"In my young days," said the Congress- 
man, "I was an engineer on tho Santa 
Po railroad. I had only boon on about 
three months when by sorao carelessness 
or viciousness ono of tho engines known 
as mountain-climbers got away with 
full steam on and startod down tho 
road on a messago of death and de- 
struction. I had just finished a long 
run- and was preparing to go home, when 
tho train-dispatcher rushed wildly out 
of tho ofllco and told mo tho news. 
Tho track had boon cleared, ho said, 
and there was nothing to stop tho mad 
rush of the runaway locomotive until it 
should dash into tho station at Galves- 
ton and plow its way through bricks and 
mortar until both tho building and loco- 
motive worn ruined. 

"I had plonty of uorvo then, and I 
supposo by your laughing you think I 
have lost, nono of it, but I am freo to 
confess that I would not now dare to 
undertake tho task that I successfully 
accomplished that day. Perhaps it was 
tho excitement and enthusiasm of tho 
moment which led mo to volunteor to 
lasso that locomotive. I always smilo 
whon I recall tho look of incredulity 
that mot my confident assertion that I 
could catch and avrest tho mad flight of 
tho runaway, but I was so confident that 
they gavo mo a hoaring. and I Anally 
secured the sorvices of a sturdy Irish lad 
as fireman. 

"In less than threo minutes after tho 
dispatch had boon received 1 was on my 
engine, with steam slowly coming up 
again, and pulling out as rapidly as pos- 
sible to meet the on-coming terror. It 
was impossible for tho train-dispatcher 
to give mo any accurate idea as to whero 
the runaway was. The best ho could 
do was to say that it had passed a small 
station about sovoiity-flvo miles up the 
road some ten minutes beforo, moving 
at the rato of about ninety miles an 
hour. A few minutes more, and with 
steam up I had my engine moving at 
tho rato of sixty miles an hour, aod go- 
ing straight at the runaway on tho same 
track. 

"I ran this way for about twonty-flvc 
minutes, whon. as near a>> I could calcu- 
late, tho runaway had dono thirty-seven 
and a half miles and I had covered 
twonty-llvo. If my articulations worecor- 
roct thoro woro still some twelve and a 
half miles between us. but you can im- 
agine that tho last fivo miles I covered 
running direct at tho oncoming monster 
woro any thing but pleasant. Well, I 
reversed my ongino and started running 
away, gradually increasing myspecd un- 
til wo settled down to a comfortablo 
thirtymilos an hour, the Irish lad mean- 
while keeping on a terrific amount of 
Bteam. We might have run into almost 
any thing, for I did not look ahoad at 
all. My oyes wero strained until they 
pained mo looking up the track for tho 
runaway. It might have been ten 
minutes, moro or loss — it seemed liko 
years to mo. 

"Finally wo hoard the rumblo and 
roar of the monster. It didn't tako her 
long to heave in sight, and she was com- 
ing a humming. For the first timo I 
confess I lost my 'nerve. It was only 
momentary, howevor, and then I opened 
my throttle and away wo went. Thoro 
was a good milo of straight track be- 
tween us when I first caught sight of 
her; then we turned a curvo and sho was 
out of sight, if not out of hoaring. 
Whon sho did como she had gaind on us 
protty nearly half a mile. 1 shut off 
stcaT a trifle, and whon wo struck a 
levol pieco of track but a quarter of a 
mile separated us. 1 told Irish to. keep 
up pressure, and tho way lie did it it*s a 
wonder tho boiler of seventy-six didn't 
burst. She kept gotting nearer and 
nearer, and it was all I could do to keep 
from throwing wido tho throttle and 
speeding away. 

"Finally she closed in upon us, and I 
assure you that so nearly equal had I 
succeeded in making tho speed that the 
shock was little if any greater than 
that felt upon tho coupling of two 
cars. I did not hesitato an 
Instant, but jammed down tho 
steam valvo tiglit— a dillicult task 
oven for an athlete, as I then was, 
ind from there swung myself upon the 
runaway. It was tho work of scared/ 
half a minuto to olambor in the cab and 
jab down tho steam valve there. Wo 
ran possibly a milo beforo wo cumo to a 
standstill, and by that timo I was as 
limp as a rag and shaking liko a man 
With the ague. A good drink of whisky 
fetched mo around in a few minutes. 
Wo coupled the engines, and in half an 
hour had thorn botli safely housed in 
Galveston." I

Any woman 
who can cut and fit a dress-waist— not 
botch it, but fit it to tho figure— can com- 
mand a salary of 83,000 in any largo city 
in the Union. Moro than that, sho can 
bo as pert as she likes, havo all the priv- 
ileges sho wants, scold tho holp, boss 
the customer, and pad her back, shoul- 
ders and chest with hair cloth and cot- 
ton batting. 

Tho forowoman who is ablo to tako 
charge of an establishment, and origin- 
ate designs can got a $2,600 position any 
day in the week, with a trans-atlantio 
voyago and all expenses paid for a Paris 
visit to see tho styles. 

A girl who can tako a waist after it is 
fitted and trim it gets thirty dollars a 
week, and works from eight till six, 
with an hour for lunch. 

Shirt-cutters, who novor sew a t'titch, 
aro paid from 820 to 825, which is a much 
bettor salary than tho average teachor 
in tho public orprivato schools gets, and 
not any thing liko as hard on the nerv- 
ous system. Drapers earn from 818 to 
820 a week, waist finishers from S10 to 
815, skirt-makers from 85 to 810, and 
sloovc-hands aro in demand at SS, which 
is a better salary than thousands of 
typewriters in down-town offices aro got- 
ting.

SAVED PBOM DEATH IN THE SEA. 

A Steamer Drifts Five Weeks In the Stormy 
North Atlantic. 

NEW YTOBK, Jim. 8. — Nineteen pale and 
emaciated seamen were lauded to day at the 
barge office pier by the side wheel steamer 
Rosa. They were brought into port by the 
S'.ate line steamer Stute of Nevada, Capt. 
Stewurt having been rescued from what 
seemed sure death in the North Atlantic 
ocean. Un November 12th the British steel 
Screw steamer Pollux left Rouen, France, 
for Philadelphia in ballast, with a crew of 
nineteen men under Capt, Frank Whit- 
son, who told the story of the 
wreck this morning. " The lirst 
week after leaving Rouen," he said 
'• we ran into terrific weather, 
The sl.ip la ing light, it was very difficult to 
liuudle uer in the heavy seas which were 
running. Day after day we fought, hut it 
seemed almost impossible to make any head- 
way. Jii3t before daylight on the morning 
of Nov. 21. I wus on the bridge when the 
■nan at the wheel yelled " Sho won't mind 
her helm ! " Our rudder was gone as clean 
as though chopped oil' with an uxe. The 
watch was coiled uft, and I began rigging a 
cable rudder, when the ship fell off into u 
trough of the sea, and there was u heavy 
shock and ii crash. A big, green sea canio 
aboard and swept the deck. The bridge, 
where I had been standing a few minutes 
before, was swept away, nnd two boats 
were wrecked. 

"We had been out twenty days, when 
tho provisions begun to run short. For 
twenty-nine duya all hands lived on nothing 
but meal, as all I he vegetables were gone. 
The forward cabin doors were smashed in 
and the cabin Hooded, tho same sea break- 
ing into tho pantry und damaging the pro- 
visions. Tho weather was bitterly cold 
and the deck was coated with ice. To 
crown nil our troubles, when the hold was 
sou* (led we found two feet of water. The 
pumps were started, but the leak kept 
gaining. 

On December 1st Heury Aubcrt, ono of 
the tircmcn, came on deck. Just us he 
reached the deck the vessel, then helpless 
and half tilled with water, gave u roll to 
leeward, a big sea ciuno across and Auberl 
was dnalied against the lee rail, and in an- 
other minute was swept overboard. We 
could see tho poor fellow drifting away, 
hut we were powerless to help him. 

" From December 20tb to December 29th 
nil hands lived on mi allowance of four 
ounce « of meal and half £ pint of water por 
day. 

"On December 2!)th tho State of Nevada 
sighted us. We were taken on board, most 



of in with only the clothes we wore at the 
time." 

The Pollux was a steel screw boat, 1,433 
tons' register, 245 feet long, 30 feet beam 
und 18 feet 5 inches deep. Shu was built in 
1S87.
